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Bond firm's bust 
means trouble 
for subdivisions

The liquidation of an offshore 
bonding company in the Bahamas 
has Wilmington officials looking at 
ways to lessen the impact to the 
town, In addition, the Wilmington 
Planning Board has asked Town 
Counsel Alan Altman to look into 
the status of the insolvent firm, 
United American Surety Ltd, and 
alternate ways to fund local bonds, 

According to Town Engincer 
Harold Gillam, several local deve- 
lopers now hold bonds that are 
nothing more than "worthless 
pieces of paper." Bonds were 
posted for builders Steve Lawren- 
son, Jim Banda, Dan Fonzi, North- 
eastern Development Corp, and 
Presidential Development Corp. 
Gillam explained the developers 
are now seeking other ways to 
finish their subdivisions. Accor- 
ding to Gillam, those projects most 
affected by the liquidation are the 
Waterford Estates subdivision off 
Woburn Street, Allenhurst Drive 
subdivision off Woburn Street, 
Whitefield Elms Village off An- 
dover Street, and official map cases 
in the vicinity of Ohio Street. 

The problem dates back to Sep- 
tember, said Gillam, when one of 
the developers had some concem 
about completing his project. 
Gillam said town officials called to 
see if the bond was still in effect 
and were advised the company was 
insolvent. Further investigation 
revealed there were a number of 
other Wilmington builders who 


held bonds through United Ame- 
rican Surety. 

“This is an offshore company that 
was unregulated; that's where the 
problem seems to lie,” Gillam told 
the Town Crier. 

If a developer appropriated pub- 
lic funds for his project, he would 
be bound to use a certified bond 
company licensed in Massachusetts, 
said Gillam. However, when pri- 
vate funds are involved, there's 
nothing in the Subdivision Control 
Law prohibiting a developer from 
doing business with an offshore 
company. 

Developers normally take out a 
bond and give it to the town to 
cover the costs of such items as 
street paving, sidewalks, and street 


“ lights, said Town Manager Michael 


Caira. In each instance, he added, 
the town “assumes” the bonding 
company is legitimate, That will 
now change. Caira told this paper 
he directed the planning board, the 
water and sewer commission, and 
other affected boards to only 
accept bonds through a licensed 
Massachusetts firm in the future. 

"I think this whole thing is going 
to come back to haunt the planning 
board and the people who bought 
in those areas,” said planning board 
member John Garrett. 

Garrett said his board is still dis- 
cussing alternatives and hoping 
Altman will come up with some 
solutions. 

"I don't know if there is an 
answer. We're still discussing it,” 
Garrett said. 


Plans presented 
for lights at 
125 intersection 


Town officials were scheduled to 
meet with Mass. DPW officials on 
Tuesday to present plans for a set 
of traffic lights for the intersection 
of Route 125 and Andover Street. 

The plans were shown in a 
meeting at Marshall Industries on 
Upton Drive on Nov, 8. The plans 
would create a center turning lane 
and install traffic lights at the high- 
speed crossroad. Presently there is 
only a blinking light. The project 
would also reduce a ten-foot shoul- 
der to four feet. 

And while the town proposal for 
lights would improve the situation, 
the state has let it be known that it 
favors an upgrade of the intersec- 
tion, The only problem is that the 
state has no money for such an up- 
grade, meaning that such a project 
could be years in the future. 

The Nov. 8 meeting included 
representatives from several in- 
dustries near the intersection, The 
drive for the lights has been spear- 
headed by Peter Breen, who lives 
on Andover Street very near the 
intersection. Breen has visited the 
businesses in the area enlisting 
support and funding for the lights. 


«He has signed commitments for 


more than $80,000 to fund the 
lights. 

At peak hours, it is a very risky 
proposition to try to cross the 
intersection or make a left turn, 

"If you drive through the inter- 
section at 11 or 12 o'clock, 
everything goes smoothly,” said 
engineer John May of Green Inter- 
national, a consulting firm. "But if 
you try it at rush hour, it's 
bedlam." 

Breen started on his drive more 
than three years ago, and many 
accidents have occurred since then, 
including a fatality last June. 

Following Tuesday's meeting, the 
state will have to review plans, 
after which a decision will be made 
whether to proceed with just the 
lights or a full build-out of the 
intersection. 

Some of the companies near the 
intersection have offered to chip in 
for a traffic officer at the inter- 
section, as a temporary solution. 
Presently there is an officer at 
Ballardvale Street and Route 125, a 
half mile down the road.

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Caira predicts 
difficult budget

Though the 1992 town manager's 
budget will not be submitted unul 
January, Town Manager Michael 
Caira predicted the best he could 
do is bring in a level funded 
budget. 

Caira said he's already met with 
school officials and sent a message 
to department heads outlining the 
budget process. That message, he 
explained, is one of "pragmatism" 
and "realism." 

"We are in for a very, very 
different year budgetwise," Caira 
told selectmen at their meeting 
Monday night. 

The town manager said, in 1992, 


there will be less state aid and more 
reduced revenues in Wilmington. 
He added he was looking at a 
number of areas to reduce costs, 
such as presenting a quarterly tax 
payment program and centralizing 
purchasing in town. 

Caira said the level funded budget 
could be adjusted, allowing various 
departments to make adjustments 
within their budgets but still 
coming in with the same bottom 
line as that in the previous year, He 
assured residents he. will be 
proposing a budget that "respects" 
taxpayes but attempts to keep town 
services intact. 


Board wants reports 
from consultant

The Wilmington Redevelopment 
Authority refused Thursday to 
discuss a new contract for their 
consultant, Bruce Campbell, until 
two reports are completed and 
turned over to their board. Camp- 
bell's contract expired Oct. 31. 

The board said it had yet to re- 
ceive a report justifying improve- 
ments from Middlesex Avenue to 
the Tewksbury line or a traffic 
analysis report. Chairman Jay 
Donovan said his main concern was 
the traffic report. That document 
contains counts taken at various 
intersections before the Burlington 


Avenue bridge was closed and 
counts taken while it was shut 
down. Donvan said the traffic 
study is necessary to help deter- 
mine if a Bailey bridge is needed at 
town center when the Burlington 
Avenue bridge is once again closed 
for reconstruction. 

"We will have to prove an 
expense like that (a Bailey bridge) 
is absolutely justified,” agreed 
Executive Director Michael Matt. 

Matt said he will meet with 
Campbell this week and ask him to 
bring the reports as well as his 
recommendations to the next 
meeting of the board.

Safety was a prime concer of the 
Wilmington Board of Selectmen 
Monday as members tabled a 
request for a Hawkers and Peddlers 
license to sell flowers on Route 125 
until they receive further infor- 
mation.

Residents take issue 
with tenant search process

A Wilmington resident took issue 
last week with the way housing 
authority officials are conducting 
the tenant search for new units at 
Deming Way. Linda Gullage told 
the Town Crier not only was her 
74 year old mother refused 
housing for two years, but officials 
were anything but helpful when 
Gullage sought their help. 

According to Gullage, her mo- 
ther Lillian Brooks raised 10 
children, three of whom live in 
Wilmington, When Brooks was 
displaced from a Somerville hous- 
ing project this past summer she 
was given 60 days to vacate the 
premises. Gullage said she applied 
to the Wilmington Housing Au- 
thority August 10 for units for her 
mother and her 50 year old 
brother, who is handicapped. Her 
brother was rejected because of his 
age. Gullage explained, however, 
that Executive Director 
Belmore said her mother was 
“qualified in every way." 

Despite an understanding that 
displaced senior citizens ‘could 
move to the top of the list for 
subsidized housing’ inother towns, 
Gullage was reportedly told the 
authority wouldn't have any 


openings for at least two years. 
Gullage said she was angered when 
she read in the paper last week the 
authority still has eight vacant 
apartments. 

Gullage said she was more angry 
over the treatment she received 
from housing officials. She said she 
was put off when she tied to find 
out how long her mother would 
have to wait for a unit. She claimed 
"a woman" in the office was 
“nasty” to her on one occasion and 
unsympathetic with her plight. 

"I thought the way we were 
treated — the attitude, the tone of 
voice — was horrible. 1 wouldn't 
move my mother to Wilmington 
now under any circumstances," 
said Gullage, adding, “when people 
are elderly, they need compassion, 
nol nidation." 

Brooks is now living in Stony- 
brook Farms, a mixed housing 
project in Burlington. Living 
arrangements were made by the 
Burlington Housing Authority. 

WHA Executive Director Ella 
Belmore was reluctant to discuss. 
the matter because of confiden-"-

‘trend are so many and so 
intertwined, like those of a 
mangrove tree, that it will take the 
rest of this century and perhaps an 
entire generation, not just another 
election, to turn things around. 
The roots go back 100 years, at 
least. Some of our political 
| alienation can be traced to Yankee 
‘reactions to immigrants, not unlike 
‘ my father’s old Yankee prejudice 


against Boston Irish politicians. 
Then there were the "progressive" 
and “cily manager" movements, 
distinctly unprogressive in their 
attitudes toward populism and 
politics The growing 
consumerism of the American 
economy did not help. The rise of a 
media culture based on TV fed all 
of the roots to create what one set 
of authors recently described as 
"The Unreality Industry." then 
came the “me generation,” while 
we retreated into our private 
shelters and, the small things we 
could somehow pretend to control 
in the midst of the world's 
increasing public turmoil. The 
basic result: the source of our 
discontent - fewer and fewer 
ordinary, workday citizens 
interested in entering the political 
arena or even participating in 
public life,leaving the-arena to a 
new class of plastic professional 
politicians fed by money, media 
and P.R. 

The immediate result: THRO. Is 
this an antidote? Perhaps in 
part,like a laxative in response to 
politics-as-a-septic-tank, whereby 
the turds rise to the top. But is this 
an answer? No. It is a reaction, like 
that of the people in the old movie 
"Network" who hung out of their 
windows yelling: "I'm mad as hell 
and I'm not going to take it

Beware of the water salesman 


by George R. Allan 
Everyone has some pet peeves. 
One of mine is water scams. These 
are attempts by unscrupulous 
salesmen to prey on an unsus- 
pecting public, When consumer 
confidence in tap water drops, an 
epidemic of scams usually follows 
If there is a newspaper story about 
water contamination, you can 
expect a flood of aggressive sales 
pitches for some types of home 
filter system. 


There are over 400 
manufacturers of home water 
treatment deviges. Sales, are 
expected to reach one billion 
dollars by 1995, The Better 
Business Bureau reports that 


complaints inst water treatment 
offers are increasing 

Here is a look at some of the sales 
pitches you may have come across. 

The most common scam is the 
aggressive telemarketer. The 
scripted speech tics to scare you 
about the alleged pollutants in the 
town's tap water. If you can point 
out the fallacies and inaccuracies in 
their statements, you can get them 
rattled. In my case, the manager 
tried to bail out his harried 
salesman. When peppered with 
questions about his treatment 
system, he demanded to know 
whether I wanted his system or not 
During my next question, he hung 
up. I guess he wasn't that interested 
in the quality of my drinking water 


anymore.” Like the "Question 3" 
recently on the Massachusetts 
ballots, the initiative represents 
what some would call "a meat ax" 
approach. Some good people, 
programs, etc., will go with the 
bad. There's no discrimination, 
only “bums"and "fat." 

Does this mean the proponents of 
"THRO," "Question 3" and similar 
initiatives are mistaken? No. As 
Polish leaders recognize in Eastern 
Europe, "shock therapy" may be 
on the only way to begin to puta 
new system in place, because it may 
be the only way to even begin to 
change deeply ingrained 
arrangements and behaviors. 

The answer? the real antidote to 
our century-long flight from 
politics and public life? - First: to 
recognize that the roots.of our 
political alienation run deep. 
Second, to recognize that one lively 
and truly American tradition of 
non-political public life - 
community initiatives for good 
causes - provides a foundation for 
revitalizing American political 
life, Third: to revitalize the root 
source of the Amcrican political 
community - local politics and 
local government, rather than 
looking to higher levels for 
solutions to our problems. Fourth: 
to fight the apathy, cynicism and 
negativity that has increasingly 


after all

A few months ago, | received a 
tip about a purifying straw that 
would remove contaminants trom 
drinking water; sort of a “super 
straw.” Since I am obviously 
interested in new technology 
breakthroughs, I decided to find 
out more about this straw. The 
company is located in California 
(naturally), but thankfully they had 
an 800 number. When I made the 
call, I was directed by a recording 
to press one for nutritional 
supplements; press two for 
sportswear; or press three for the 
purifying straw. This did not 
exactly instill confidence in me but 
I continued by pressing three. 1 
found out that for $12.95 plus

characterized our political life. 
Fifth: to educate our kids, via 
learning-by-doing, on their 
responsibility for public service. 
The growing cynicism is most 
troubling of all because it so 
destructively feeds on itself and all 
the other negatives. It may have 
originated with the loss of national 
innocence we suffered with the 
assassination of John F. Kennedy 
and all the insults to our native 
optimism which followed - from 
Victnam, Japan, etc. But innocence 
is no virtue, especially in public _ 
life. The best immediate antidote to 
the negatives may be to recall the 
words of President John F. 
Kennedy at his inauguration after 
the historic 1960 election: "Ask not 
what your country can do for you, 
but what you.can do for your 
country." Substitute "town" or 
“city” for "country." Then we can 
begin to see a renewal of American 
political life at the level where it is 
most needed, and the only level 
where true renewal can originate, 
take root and flourish - at the grass 
roots - the community or local 
level. This is one of the major 
challenges of this decade, the final 
decade of the 20th century, and 
perhaps of a new, 21st century 
generation.

Don said it would take all day to 
thank everyone by name, including 
the volunteers such as Dave Hanley 
and Fred Mainey, who scrambled 
to keep the event flowing smoothly 

as "pil bosses," and all of Kevin's 
friends and family who put in long 
hours dealing cards and spinning 
the wheels. Local businesses made 
merchandise donations to support a 
raffle, Don said, and they deserve 
well.

There's a military air to the whole 
thing, and that's no mistake, Deer 
hunters are mostly all veterans, and 
something about deer hunting takes 
them back to that lost period in 
their lives. They love it. Oh yes. 


Around 11 they'll gather around 
the truck, tired from the miles of 
hiking. They'll report all the "deer 
sign” they saw, and maybe one guy 
even spotted a real deer. Probably 
not, but seeing a deer on the first 
day is a real bonus. 

True! Deer hunting is hardly a 
walk through a petting zoo, blasting 
away at deer left and right. Sceing a 
deer -- just one -- makes for a good 
day. Sometimes, seeing a deer will 
be the high point of an entire week 
of deer hunting! 

Then it's back to camp for lunch, 
which is kept light to avoid napping 
afterwards. Dry socks are swapped 
for wet ones, other gear problems 
are corrected, then the maps are put 
on the table again for everyone to 
point out what they saw and where. 
Military preparations again. 

Back up to the hunting area, with 
the early afternoon spent hiking the 
area, but the last hours of daylight 
are better spent seated. Deer move 
in the earliest and latest hours of the 
day, so those are the prime times to 
be waiting silently. Deer out-listen, 
Oul-see, outrun and out-sniff us, by 
twenty to one, and they can spot an 
eyeblink at 100 yards. They're not 
easy Opponents. 

So, as you're driving home from 
work on Monday afternoon, your 
Charlie will be seated underneath a 
cedar tree at the edge of a swamp, 
trying hard not to move a muscle or 
make a sound. Whatever weather 
you're dtiving through, he's sitting 
under. You have life easier than he 
does. 

Hunting hours are from one-half 
hour before sunrise until one-half 
hour after sunset. There should be 
just enough light left for Charlie to 
find his way back to the truck. 

One time in twenty, someone will 
get turned around in the woods. He 
might be simply a few yards off the 
trail, and come stumbling out of the 
darkened woods a few minutes late, 
or he might become so totally lost, 
or injured, that police helicopters 
and dogs are called in. Everybody 
gets lost in the woods, sooner or 
later. All but a handful will stumble 
out of the woods a bit late. 


If somebody actually bags a deer, 
the others will pitch in gladly. The 
deer needs to be field-dressed (the 
goriest job in the world of sports), 
dragged back to the truck, taken to 
an official state weighing station, 
and finally hung from a tre at the 
camp. Help is required, because 
there's too much work for one guy 
to do. The reward is a meal of fresh 
deer liver and onions -- truly a reat 
that any successful deer hunter will 
tell about with happy memories. 

Win or lose, it's back to the camp 
for the big meal of the day. Meat 
and potatoes, rolls, gravy, veggies, 
more bread, drinks -- the works. 
The boys will eat like wild horses 
after a day in the deer woods. They 
will pack it in, by the sack full, even 
those who prefer salad for lunch. 
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“Mountain air makes you hungry" 
is the common excuse, not the hard 
work of hiking and climbing. 


After the meal, and KP, it's only 
7:30 at night. Well ... kinda carly, 
isn't it? Gee. 

Then the beer is brought in from 
the porch, the jug of Jack Danicls is 
lipped, the cards end money lands 
on the table, and the fun begins. Of 
al! the times in deer camp that will 
be remembered, this is it. 

Here, the boys get to practice a 
barbarian lifestyle, without women 
or kids near. Even polite, church- 
going Charlie, a family man who 
loves his wife and children, will be 
drinking and swearing with the best 
of them. They'll drink, spit, smoke, 
cuss, fart, joke, belch, talk about 
women in anatomically correct but 
incredibly impolite terms, stink and 
enjoy it, swear again, pull practical 
jokes on each other (ask me about 
Rich poking holes in Donny's beer 
can), and they will enjoy life to the 
fullest. This, above all, is the raw 
essence of deer camp. It's an annual 
chance for men to live like animals 
and love every minute of it. 

They'll tell tales of huge deer and 
lucky shots, embellishing the story 
with every telling. They'll tell of 
close calls, and near misses, of deer 
that didn't act like deer should, and 
deer that went where deer don't go. 
The stories will range from fun to 
frightening to outright lies. But the 
act of telling hunting stories in the 
camp is older than humanity itself, 
It's something we've always done, 
always will, without knowing why. 

This is pure male bonding, of the 
most ancient kind. The sociologists 
should study deer camp living. 

But the fun doesn't last forever, 
since quiet-down starts around 9, 
and lights-out comes at 11. For a 
few short hours it's wild and wooly 
fun, but it's also a short party. 

Because a few hours before dawn, 
the boys will be getting up, yelling 
for the others to do the same, lixing 
breakfast, pulling out the maps and 
geting set for another long, hard 
day of hiking through the woods, 

Ladies, that's deer hunting. It’s a 
dirty, rude, tiring week at the deer 
camp, and surely not for everyone, 
but those who enjoy it wouldn't do 
anything else during deer scason. 
That's why the boys are misty-eyed 
these days, 


The season only lasts a few brief 
days, so your Charlie won't be gone 
long. Give him this time and try not 
to worry. He'll be back, tired and 
full of stories, but he'll come home. 

Right now Charlie's out having a 
ball, with the boys and the deer, and 
that's the very best company of all.

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NFI foster parenting 


Finding homes for kids 


By PHYLLIS NISSEN 


Trashbags are the trappings of 
today’s foster child. 

Babes in arms, toddlers, tots, 
and teens - in turmoil and transit 
from their own homes to shelters 
for the homeless, foster homes, and 
substitute families; their belongings 
stuffed into the handiest containers 
available 
“Their clothes are placed in 
trashbags,” says Marie Tucker, the 
Northeastern Family Institute 
Foster Care and Adoption Agency 
homefinder for foster care. “ 
probably one of the most degrading 
experiences they go through. It 
destroys their teem,” 

In a heroic attempt to boost that 
self-esteem, Tucker, based at NFI 
in Lynn, finds homes for these chil- 
dren throughout the Middlesex East 
area. She’s on a roll, she loves her 
job, and she wants YOU. 

Working with about 40 pro- 
grams in six states - including the 
Departments of Mental Health, 
Social Services and Youth Services 
- Tucker finds homes for children 
who range in age from infants to 17 

“Our foster parents come 
from everywhere - as far down as 
‘ape Cod and as far up as 
Seabrook, New Hampshire,” she 
says, of the 15-year-old program, 
which unfortunately grows larger 
each year, “They come from a wide 
variety of backgrounds. We have 


working parents, single mums and 
fathers. We have the traditional 
mum who stays at home and dad 
who goes out to work,” 


Foster mother Lisa, seven years 
in the program, makes a home for 
seven foster children, three biologi- 
cal children, and a former foster 
daughter, now 19, with two-year- 
old. 

Judy, 45 miles and one phone 
call away, has three biological chil- 
dren and four foster siblings, seven 
months to four years. The four sib- 
lings count as one placement. 

Paul, a single foster father with 
one- and two-year-old boys, co- 
leads parenting training sessions 
with Tucker. 

“People do foster care for a vari- 
ety of reasons,” says Tucker, an 
adoptive parent. “Some have them- 
selves been foster children and feel 
taking in a foster child is their way 
of paying back -the system - 
because their experience was good 
.. or bad. Others know someone 
who was a foster child, feel he or 
she might have been done a disser- 
vice and want to help change ‘the 
system - many people are foster 
parents because they want to 
change the system. . 

“And we have people who just 
feel they have some extra room in 
their homes and in their hearts,” 

The process of becoming an 
NFI foster parent involves one 
phone call and multi follow-ups. “I 
set up a meeting and we just sit and 
chat about foster care,” says 
Tucker. “Sometimes, at the begin- 
ning, when you get into il, you 
think ‘Oh my God, this is over- 
whelming, too much to deal with.’ 
My style is not to scare anybody 
off.” 


NFI is state-mandated and 
licensed by the Office for Children. 
ster parenting involves DSS reg- 
ulations and intensive “Massa- 
chusetts Approach to Partnership in 
Parenting” taining, a 10-week, 30- 
hour course. 

“The MAPP groups are taught 
by trained staffpeople,” says 
Tucker. “I’ve taught three groups. 
We go through an cight-hour, 
seven-day DSS training course to 
become trainers. 

“The course basically covers 
what happens when you get a 
child,” she continues. “It goes over 
Medicaid, the foster parents’ obli- 
gations, what it’s like to have 
another child in the home, the fos- 
ter parents’ expectations. 


‘It helps you understand the 
children's backgrounds and gives 
you an empathy for the biological 
parents and what they may have 
gone through. Hopefully, by the 
fourth session, everybody has come 
together in a cohesive group and 
gotten to know cach other. It’s a lot 
of fun but it seems frightening at 
first.” 

Because the trainer's “co-part- 
ner” is a foster parent who has also 
been trained by DSS, the course 
provides potential parents with two 
points of view, and has been so suc- 
cessful that Tucker has formed 
MAPP support groups for trainces 
who want to continue seeing each 
other when the course finishes, “It 
makes it nice,” she says, “because 
you mect people in the same situa 
lion you're in.”

Children come into foster care 
for a variety of reasons, from 
walks of life. “They could have 
been abandoned, abused, neglect- 
ed,” she says. “There may be a 
problem at home. Usually, the kid 
and mum - seldom the kid and dad 
- don’t get along. It may be a case 
where the parents are drug addicts 
or alcoholics, and the kid comes to 
the DSS office and says, ‘I don’t 
want to go home. I can't go 
home’.”” 

Referrals to NFI come from 
official channels, such as DSS - 
children do not appear in the office 
asking to be taken in. “V 
call from DSS§ 
they tell us the a 
first-time placement, a runaway. 
Then we find the home. I look for 
who will best suit this girl. Should 
she go to a two-parent home but 
there are five other kids there and 
maybe she won't get the attention 
she needs? 

“IT give the future parents as 
much background information as | 
have. With NFI, it’s a matching 
process - it’s not just shove a kid in 
any bed we can find 


“During my five years at NFI, | 
can honestly say that 95 percent of 
the matches have been successful,” 
she continues. “Because my job 
isn’t just to find homes - it’s to act 
as a liaison between foster parent 
and caseworker. If there’s a prob- 
lem, the caseworker might come to 
me and “Gee, I notice so-and- 
so seemed a little abrupt with the 
kid. I don’t know if something's 
going on.’ I talk with them ina 
very non-threatening way. 

“Part of my job is investigations. 
If there are any allegations or com- 
plaints in a home, I go in, talk with 
the foster parents, find out the truth. 
I know my homes very well - some 
have been with us seven, eight 
years and they continue to stay 
with us.” 

Foster parenting IS a paying job 
but according to Tucker, no one is 
in ibstrictly for the money. Foster 
parents are paid on a daily basis 
and given quarterly clothing grants. 
The children are covered by 
Medicaid. Unique to NFI are the 
clothing swap which Tucker insti- 
tuted, her painstaking matching of 
child and family, and her “phone-

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emergency room. In some cases, 
this will be over-utilization of the 
hospital's resources. And that 
expense is bome by the employer. 

"Many on-the-job injuries or 
‘industrial accidents’ simply do not 
warrant the time and expenses 
involved in an emergency room 
visit," he says. "For companies that 
want (o conserve their healthcare 
dollars, this is an area where they 
can cut back on costs without sacri- 
ficing the quality or appropriate- 
ness of medical care." 

How's that? 

"The Wobum Walk-In Center is 
the most cost-effective choice for 
relatively minor industrial a: 
dents,” Dr. Jenkins points out. "A 
minor injury often isn't severe 
enough to justify an emergency 
room visit, but it is serious enough 
to require immediate attention. And 
that's precisely what the Center is 
equipped to offer." 

Staffed at all times by a physi- 
cian, registered nurse and radiology 
technician, the Woburn Walk-In 
Center is open Monday through 
Friday, from 8 a.m, to 8 p.m., on 
Saturday from 9 a.m. to 5 p.m., and 
on Sunday from 11 a.m. to 5 p.m.

He explains that in a busy emer- 
gency room, a person with a rela- 
tively minor injury could wait for 
hours since the doctors and nurses 
must prioritize care according to 
the severity of the injury. And 
while a cut hand or sprained wrist 
is Certainly painful, that type of 
injury would have to wait while 
more life-threatening situations 
were treated, 

"If a company is looking for 
ways to control c , it pays to 
take a look at how it utilizes health- 
care resources for industrial acci- 
dents," Dr. Jenkins concludes.

on a stage and play for thousands 
of screaming fans (most of whom 
stood through the band’s more than 
two hour none-stop set and encore), 


And not only is he gifted, but he 
has more physical energy than any 
ten people put together. On opening 
night at the-Centrum = which was 
also the opening night for their cur- 
rent tour - Agnus proved that a lead 
guitarist can also be a gymnast and 
a strip-tease artist (well, he didn’t 
actually strip; he kept his knickers 
on).

Sleigh bells and horses racing 
through the snow bring to mind 
cold New England winters. Sleds 
and Sleighs, a new exhibit now 
open focuses on this form of trans- 
portation, as well as the ubiquitous 
sled commonly used for winter 
sport. . 

Sleds and Sleighs will feature 
numerous examples of children's 
sleds and horse-drawn sleighs 
including the legendary “one horse 
open" variety. Sleighs on view will 
include a four passenger sleigh (c 
1905) made in Boston by Fra 
Sargent and Company alongside 
examples of the country cutter, the 
most popular sleigh used in 
America before the Civil War. 
Unlike the Sargent sleigh, country 
cutters were tub-like vehicles, often 
made by the owner, and affordable 
to many who might never own any. 
other vehicle, 

An overview of the grand sleigh 
will also be featured in the exhibit. 
These elegant vehicles with 
upswept runners afforded breath- 
taking views of Boston for fai 
paying visitors. The most celebrat- 
ed of these grand sleighs was 
Cleopatra's Barge, built in 1845. 
Holding more than 20 people the 
sleigh's great weight dictated that 
its use was limited during periods 
of heavy snowfall. 


Sleds and Sleighs will also fea- 
ture numerous 19th-century prints 
and photographs. The engraving 
"Boys Coasting on Boston 
Common" illustrated the popularity 
of the landmark as a favorite sled- 
ding hill. In fact, the Common was 
used for sledding by the children of 
Boston as early as the time of the 
American Revolution. During the 
British encampment of 1775-76, 
soldiers were accused of destroying

need to upgrade their academic 
skills in preparation for training or 
employment. 

Although limited, a few training 
and educational slots are available 
to non-welfare, low-income adults, 
as are job search and placement 
assistance and on-the-job training 
for qualified candidates. 

ERI has also been designated as 
the contact for local, low-to-moder- 
ate income job seekers with the 
Massachusetts Building Opportu- 
nities Project, which prepares indi- 
viduals for technical, non-construc- 
tion positions on the Boston Tunnel 
Artery and other building develop- 
ment projects. Worksite training 
slots, primarily with design and 
engineering contractors, are antici- 
pated over the next several months. 

A vocational exploration pro- 
gram for low-income youth, 16 to 
21, who have dropped out of 
school is scheduled for late 
January. The program combines 
GED preparation with an explo- 
ration of numerous occupational 
fields using a variety of approach- 


es. The program helps participants 
to identify their career goals and 
make the transition to skills train- 
ing, on-the-job training, employ- 
ment, or further education.

Firewood tips From S$-12 


Creosote buildup can result in 
chimney fires. Softwood burning 
also results in a greater buildup of 
creosote. 

Consumers and sellers should 
also be aware of the law which 
specifies the measurement of fuel- 
wood in Massachusetts. Because of 
the variability attached tg the 
meaning of the cord measure of 
wood, state law establishes the 


units of measure by which cord 
wood (four feet long) and firewood 
(wood to any length less than four 
feet) is to be advertised, offered for 
sale or sold. 


The measures are a cubic foot or 
cubic meter of wood stacked so us 
to minimize air space. Cubic 
footage is most common since the 
metric system of measurement has 


not been widely adopted in the 
United States. 


Section 29, M.G.L. Chapter 94 
states that: “Whoever cord- 
wood or firewood shall cause a 
delivery ticket or sales invoice to 
be issued and delivered to the pur- 
chaser or agent at the time of deliv- 
ery of the wood.” The law also 
requires that any invoice include 
the name of the seller and purchas- 
er, the quantity delivered, the date 
delivered and the price. Violators 
are subject to substantial penalties 
as defined in the law.

WILMINGTON Adam 
Nichols, age 4, watches hirnself 
in the mirror as he tries to pro- 
nounce the word horse. 
“Horth,” he says. 

Maxine Mazow, Speech 
Pathologist at the Regional 
Health Center in Wilmington 
and Winchester Hospital, sits 
beside Adam and smiles at him 
in the mirror. Again, she shows 
where to place his tongue to 
make the “‘s” sound. “You can 
do it,” she encourages him. 

It is taken for granted that 
language will develop normally. 
However, if there is difficulty 
with any one of the elements of 
the mechanics of speech — 
swallowing, fluency, voice qual- 
ity, hearing, tongue placement, 
teeth structure, palate forma- 
tion — then the ability to com- 
municate will be impaired. 

Speech pathologists are train- 
ed to be observers of oral com- 
munication and the speech 


mechanism. They assess, 
diagnose and plan a program to 
help people acquire or regain 
the skills which will enable them 
to make the most of their com- 
municative abilities. 

Mazow says her task is no 
small one. “‘It’s to help patients 
gain the tools they need to fulfill 
their potential.‘ 

The Regional Health Center in 
Wilmington provides a full spec- 
trum of speech therapy services 
toall age levels. 

“People often think that all 
speech therapists do is help a 
patient correct a lisp they may 
have. And of course we do that, 
but it’s really working on lan- 
guage, which is the communica- 
tion of thoughts and articula- 
tion. Language is really the 
foundation on which you learn,” 
says Mazow. 

Mazow recently introduced 
the ‘Accent or Dialect Reduc- 
tion’’ program, which is 


Death wish of whales still one 
of nature's great mysteries 


Since the beginning of rational 
thought, philosophers and scientists 
have tried to solve one of nature's 
great mysteries - the seemingly sui- 
cidal impulse of whales, dolphins 
and porpoises to cast themselves 
upon the shore 

Long before man was capable of 
polluting the ocean, whales and 
dolphins were "stranding" them- 
selves on beaches around the 
world. It was nearly 2,000 years 
ago that the philosopher Pliny 
observed: "They hold themselves 
upon the shallow shore." 

Those that arrive singly in the 
surf are not such a puzzle; some 
explanation can be fashioned for 
each incident. The greater mystery 
arises when they come by the 
dozens or by the hundreds, all jock- 
eying for space to dash them eS 
upon the beach. Their only reward

can be a slow and agonizing death. 

The whale most prone to mass 
stranding is the blackfish, or Pilot 
Whale, a small and extremely gre- 
Latbted species that is more like a 
large porpoise than a small whale. 
An example is Black Wednesday, 
nearly ten years ago when 65 
blackfish stranded at once in the 
Blackfish Creek marsh on Cape 
Cod, a nature reserve owned by the 
Audubon Society. 

Too large for rescuers to carry 
them back to the water and too long 
exposed to sun and the crushing 
effect of their own weight to sur- 
vive, the 12 that were still alive in 
mid-afterndon were dispatched by 
lethal injection in a series of mercy 
killings, 

The Audubon Society began the 
onerous task of dismembering and 
disposing of the carcasses - no 
small job when you realize that the 
larger ones were 20 feet long and 
weighed more than a ton. Most 
parts were thrown into Cape Cod 
Bay, but the heads were slung on 
shoulder poles and carried to pick- 
up trucks for delivery/to labs for 
autopsy. 

This was certainly a major event 
for everyone involved but still 
minor compared to some previous 
events here along the backside of 
Cape Cod where 3,000 blackfish 
died in a single stranding event in 
the mid-1930's and 2,000 in anoth- 
er event in 1884. 

Why did Black Wednesday hap- 
pen? The autopsies produced noth- 
ing definite. Nor was any other sci- 
entifically supportable cause dis- 
covered.

eventually died over a three day 
lime span even though rescuers 
were successful many times in 
coaxing them back to deeper water. 
But when left alone they would 
return to the beach to die. Again, 
no explanation. 

With a few exceptions, the same 
fate awaits all the other cetacean 
species that strand - fin whales, 
minke whales, sperm and pygmy 
sperm whales, killer whales, harbor 
porpoises, bottlenose dolphins, and 
many others. 

In the New Year's Day disaster 
of 1979, 56 giant sperm whales 
(about 80% males) stranded at 
Rancho San Bruno on the Gulf 
coast of Baja California. This event 
was even more improbable because 
sperm whales do not usually fre- 
quent such shallow bays nor travel 
in schools of mostly males. 
Mexican fishermen burned the bod- 
ics, Later that year, 41 sperm 
whales stranded and died near 
Florence, Oregon. 

In a severe epidemic of strand- 
ing, 742 bottlenose dolphin were 
found dead or dying on beaches 
from New Jersey to Florida 
between July 1987 and May 1988. 
Half of this Atlantic population 
succumbed. The official reason 
given is that the dolphins died from 
eating fish poisoned by "red tide 
organisms. But many scientists 
called this conclusion preposterous. 
Some believed pollution did it. 


But the specific causative agent 
for stranding is not the issue here. 
Any type of sickness or disable- 
ment can provide the impulse to 
head for shore. Whether they go 
singly, in small groups, or in large 
herds, some deep psychological 
drive seems to be at work forcing 
them ashore,

targeted to people whose second 
language is English. 

The program includes indi- 
vidually structured exercises in 
articulation, rhythm, stress and 
intonation — the goal is to help 
these people communicate more 
effectively.

Some patients, especially 
among the elderly, find difficul- 
ty in swallowing. This problem 
can result from strokes, 
neurological disorders such as 
Parkinson’s disease or a head 
injury. Difficulty in swallowing 
can hinder speech and eating 

The Modified Video Swallow 
program is a state-of-the art 
technique for assessing pa- 
tients’ swallowing ability and 
testing methods to improve the 
process. 


Patients swallow a series of 
barium coated foods of various 
consistencies. Barium can be 
easily seen on x-rays, allowing 
both the radiologist and the 
speech pathologist to view the 
progression of the material 
swallowed. 

Each swallow is videotaped, 
and the tape can be played back 
to pinpoint the location of the 
swallowing problem. 

There are many different 
reasons that people come to 
Speech Therapy at The Regional 
Health Center. 

“The patients I see are all 
very different,” Mazow says, 
“all with different communica- 
tion difficulties. I often tell my 
patients that working on speech 
is like refining a sport. It's 
training, a lot of practice, self 
motivation and a serious time 
commitment.‘

wood stoves this winter, firewood 
users should know a few basic 
things about the wood they either 
cut themselves or purchase. 

The Department of Environ- 
mental Management (DEM), 
through its Bureau of Forest 
Development, offers several con- 
sumer tips to purchasers of fucl- 
wood. First, the species of wood is 
important. Second, the dryness of 
the wood should be considered 
The more conscious the buyer is of 
these two factors, the more likely 
the burner of wood will receive full 
heat value from the wood that is 
bumed 

Also, not all wood species pro- 
vide the same amount of heat. The 
following table lists several of the 
most commonly available specics 
and their heating values. 

While hickory has the highest 
heating value of any of the listed 
species, the table shows that most 
of the hardwoods found in 
Massachusetts are excellent values 
when compared with the number of 
gallons of fuel oil they can replace. 

Generally, however, it is diffi- 
cult for buyers to select specific 
species of wood when buying 
because the seller often has species 
mixed. While it is too expensive for

sellers to sort wood by species, it is 
advisable for buyers to inquire 
about the species mix and seek 
those that will provide the highest 
heat value. 

Not surprisingly, dry wood gives 
a higher heat value than does wet, 
or green wood. When one burns 
wood with a high moisture content, 
some of the heat in burning is used 
up in driving the moisture out of 
the wood. Wood that is cut, split 
and stacked under cover will gener- 
ally dry to about 20% moisture 
content in 8 to 12 months. 

Drying time varies considerably 
from species to species, Other fac- 
tors that effect drying time include 
whether the wood is split or round, 
exposure to the sun, and good air 
movement. 

The dryness of wood may be 
gauged by viewing the ends to see 
if they have checks (small splits) in 
them. The best way to ensure that 
you have dry wood is to cut it or 
buy it long cnough in advance of its 
planned use so that it can be dried 
for a minimum of cight months, 
and preferably for 18 months or 
more. 

Burning wet wood is not only 
inefficient, it creates: greater 
amounts of smoke, air pollution 
and creosote buildup in chimneys.

Free boat winterizing guide 


Boats don't like winter. 
Winter's bitter temperatures, 
snow, sleet and freezing rain can 
severely damage or sink your 
pride and joy. And, worse, in most 
areas, ice and freeze-related dam- 
age is not covered by insurance. 

But with proper care, you can 
give your boat a safe and "com- 
fortable" rébt during the difficult 
months ahead. Boat Owners 
Associauon of The United States 
BOAT/U.S.), a national organiza- 
uion of more than 370,000 recre- 
auional boat owners, has produced 
the “Winterizing Notebook" to 
help skippers prepare for the big 
chill.

2. Be sure the hull is properly 
supported. The most reliable sup- 
port is provided by a custom- 
made cradle. However, a combi- 
nation of jack stands, blocks or 
timbers may also be used.

3. If your boat could talk, it 
would ask - perhaps plead - for a 
winter storage cover to protect its 
gel coat and prevent ice damage 
A winter cover should be properly 
supported to prevent pooling 
water. Water spray deflectors and 
bimini tops offer little protection 
and will only suffer from the addi- 
tional exposure to the clements 
Never secure the boat's cover to 
jack stands or support blocks. The 
BOAT/U.S. Marine Insurance 
claim files are full of accounts of 
boats that fell over after stiff 
winds filled the covers and 
yanked the supports from under 
the boats 

4. If the boat is stored in the 
water, all through-hulls (seacocks 
and gate valves), except the ones 
for the cockpit drains, must be 
closed for the winter or your boat 
will be on the bottom next spring 
All through-hull hoses should be 
double-clamped with stainless 
steel hose clamps at each end.

5. Plug exhaust ports to keep 
water from getting into the 
exhaust system and the cylinders. 
If this happens, the pistons rust 
and the engine is ruined. (Don't 
forget to remove the plugs in the 
spring!) 

6. Chafe guards should be left 
on all dock lines when the boat is 
left unattended for long periods.
